cident on the flissouri 
Pacific—World's 


Fair Special and Freight Train Clash. 


Warrensburg, Mo., Oct. 10— Twenty- 


seven people are already :lead, others 
are dying and 35 are injured as the re- 
sult of a collision between the Missouri 
'World's Fair special and a westbound 
extra freight one mile east of here, aj 
4:10 o'clock this morning. The freight 
was under orders to await the passing 
of the passenger at Montserrat. 
, 


Section one went through, burning 


the customary red lights, it is said, to' 
indicate that another section was com- 
ing, but through some misunderstand- 
ing of orders the freight pulled out 
and ran headon into the passenger. 


This train speeding along at 40 miles 


an hour over a perfect piece of straight 
track, consisted of three coaches, and 
a caboose, and every car was filled to 
the limit. There was no Baggage ear 
and when the freight engrne demolish- 
ed the passenger locomotive, it ployed 
over 'the wreckage and three-fourth or 
the way through the first coach. 


Nearly all of the dead and fatally in- 


"JuTeii -were in tlris-Trrrr As-soon as the 


acident occurred a trainman ran 
to Warrensburg and sounded a general 
alarm. 


Doctors all along the road were noti- 


fied from Warrensburg, and from rural 
telephones in farmhouses 
near 
the 


wreck. 


The relief -train went out from SP- 


dalia, 25 miles west, and a wrecker 
was also dispatched from there. 


News of the wreck spread rapi-lly, 


and by 7 o'clock it was estimated that 
5'JOO people were on the tcene. 'Hie 
dead and injured, some terribly mutil- 
ated, lay on belli sides of the track, 
and the ir.iured were rending the air 
with their screams and groans. 


Two men with their heads crushed 


beyond recognition lay at one end of 
one vow. and the other end was formed 
by the corpses of five little boys

The Japanese occupift4 
a front of about 52 miles, stretching 
from Bentsiaputze on the ij.st through 
Yentai and across the railway to the 
banks of the Hun river on the west. 
The Russian force had been moving 
south in close touch with the Japanese 
advance since Oct. 4. The Japanese 
outposts were driven back in a series 
of skirmishes, and on Oct. 6 the Rus- 
sians reoccupied the station of Shak- 
he. 15 miles south of Mukden, the rail- 
way battalion restoring the 
bridge 


across the Shakhe river the next day 
in order to facilitate the advance. 


Meanwhile 
General 
Mistchenko's 


Cossacks pushed southwestward as far 
as the Yentai mines, defeating the 
Japanese in a series of warm skir- 
mishes. The most, important action, 
however, occurred on the Japanese 
right at Bentsiaputze. Here the Jap- 
anese held a strong and important po- 
sition, but, it. seems they made the in- 
explicable omission to fortify a com- 
manding hill which was the key to taa 
whole situation. A portion of General 
Kuropatkins force made a strong at- 
tar-k on Bentsiaputze, and, taking a 
leaf out of the Japanese book, occu- 
pied the hill from the east and flanked 
iht- Tapanp^ out of the town, causing 
a serious loss in a rear guard fight. 


General Kuropatkin's 
communica- 


tion ordering an advance reads: 


"The troops of the Manchurian army 


hitherto have not been numerically 
strong enough to defeat the Japanese 
army. The emperor has now assigned 
for the conflict sufficient forces to in- 
sure victory. Difficulty in transporting 
these over a distance of 1,000 versts 
are being overcome in a spirit of self- 
sacrifice and with indomitable energy- 
and skill. If the regiments which al- 
ready have been sent out prove insuf- 
ficient, fresh troops will arrive, for 
.the inflexible wish of tha em^eror.thaj.

The most Important <-:i<u>, at least the

Her interest in 
bringing the people she suspected to 
justice was this: Her brother had been 
made the dupe of counterfeiters and 
had been arrested while iiassiusr their 
spurious money. He \viis lying iu jail 
waiting his trial. Her object was to 
tix tue responsibility on the. proper per- 
son. 


Miss Henrietta Stowell interested me 


at ouce. How she had worked up the 
case thus far is too long a story to be 
given here, but that this young girl un- 
aided had succeeded in locating the 
gang filled me with astonishment and 
admiration.

VERMONT'S MARBLE. 


Great Holes DUB In Green Mountain* 


by Those Who Extract It. 


The Green mountains contain some 


of the largest artificial holes in the 
world, says the Springfield (Muss.) Re- 
publican. They are really vast cham- 
bers which have been excavated under 
ground in working the great marble 
deoosits. 
While marble Is onarrled In 


Vermont. It is also actually mined, as 
some openings are in the form of chan- 
nels extending hundreds of feet under 
ground. A visitor to one of these open- 
ings gets an idea of the magnitude of 
this industry when he realizes that 
from this space has been extracted 
nothing but marble. The Sheldon quar- 
ry, as it is called, on the property of 
the Vermont Marble company, is the 
deepest quarry of its kind in the world. 
The bottom is nearly olX) feet from the 
surface. 
This quarry contains cham- 


bers more than li!HJ feet in height and 
spacious enough to seat 5,000 people 
without crowding. 
They form vast 


amphitheaters, whose walls anil ceil- 
ings as well ns floors are solid marble, 
fcr none of these quarries has been 
worked out, in spite of the enormous 
quantities that have been taken from 
them. 


While marble was known to exist in 


the Green mountains a century ago 
the quarrying of it is one of the new 
industries of .New England, but so rap- 
idly has it developed that Rutland 
county produces more marble than all 
of the other beds in this country com- 
bined. From it comes material for not 
only banks, office buildings, postoftices 
and courthouses, but also for statuary, 
slabs and other interior work for build- 
ings and cemetery decorations. 
Such 


is the variety which has been discover- 
ed that it is being used for every pur- 
pose for which marble was formerly 
Imported and has been put to new 
uses besides. The beds contain varie- 
ties similar to the Pentelie marble, 
from which the buildings of ancient 
Athens were constructed. Another va- 
riety is almost identical with the fa- 
mous marble of Carrara. From .this 
the tints range all the way to black, 
including blue, red and greeu, with 
tints intermingled. Experts believe 
that the beds are practically inexhaust- 
ible. 
They have been traced more 


than fifty miles, and all the indications 
point to the existence of a deposit al- 
most continuous for twenty-five miles. 
Although nearly 70,000 tons a year are 
being quarried, only an insignificant 
portion of the beds has been removed. 


Tapped n Volcano. 


Workmen were driving an artesian 


well near 1'isa, in Italy, recently when 
a huge column of gas rose up from 
the boring made In the ground, follow- 
ed by an eruption of warm water, sand 
and mud. 
Frightened at this unex- 


pected turn of events, the men ran 
away. 
Engineers came up and were 


investigating the phenomenon when a 
workman approached with a lighted 
match. This ignited the escaping gas. 
and a column of fire rose very high, 
which lit up the neighborhood through- 
out the whole night. Efforts were made 
without success to extinguish the tire, 
which continued for days, accompanied 
by eruptions of sand and subterranean 
noises. 
In undent times a volcano, 


known as the San Giuliano, existed on 
a neighboring hill, but has long been in- 
active.

Dundee, 
Scotland, Oct. 10. — A 


whaler returning from Davis strait 
brings news of the safety of Captain 
Amundsen's Arctic expedition, which 
left Christiania June 17, 1903. 
Cay- 


tain Amundsen's expedition has been 
described as having for its purpose a 
task of the highest importance in the 
domain of terrestrial magnetism. The 
plan was to go first to King William 
Land, on the east coast of Greenland, 
and thence proceed for Bering strait 
If the plan should be carried out it 
would take the expedition almost di- 
rectly across the north pole. The ves- 
sel on which the expedition sailed was 
the Gjoa, 46 tons. yacEt rigged, and 
having an auxiliary petroleum engine, 
and she was equipped for four years* 
stay in the Arctic regions.
